Hungarian Fliers Fall Short 
Goal

Budapest, Hungary. July 17 <AP>. 
—Alexander 
Magyar 
and

Endres were forced to land their 
trans-A tlantic 
monoplane 
Justice 
for Hungary at the little village of 
Biscke fourteen miles west of Buda­ 
pest. Thursday night after a non­ 
stop flight from Harbor Grace, N. F. 
They landed the ship in rough 
ground along a railroad track at 
7:40 p rn. (I 40 p rn.. E S T ), their 
last 
drop of 
gasoline 
exhausted 
They 
had 
covered 
approximately 
3.200 miles over land and sea in a 
little over 26 hours, averaging about 
125 miles an hour. 
Gas Tanks Run Dry 
Almost within sight of the goal, 
where a gigantic crowd was aw ait­ 
ing them including high officials of 
Hie 
Hungarian 
government, 
the 
« gasoline tanks ran dry and they 
landed the ship where they could. 
Tile propeller was broken in land­ 
ing. and one of the wings of the 
plane was damaged, but the flyers 
themselves were uninjured. 
They 
crawled out of the plane, grinning 
broadly. 
Magyar walked to a railroad sig­ 
nal box immediately after landing 
and phoned the news of their m is­ 
hap to the 
Matvasfold 
airdrome. 
An airplane had just arrived at the 
field from Vienna when Magyar's 
message arrived and the plane was 
sent immediately to Biscke to pick 
up the weary heroes of the air. 
Crowd Had Dispersed 
In this plane they were taken to 
the 
air 
field 
The huge crowd. 
which had waited long and patiently 
for their arrival, had dispersed in 
the meantime and members of the 
H ungarian cabinet, who had in ter­ 
rupted a meeting to rush to the 
airdrome wnen they learned that 
the plane had been sighted in the 
vicinity, nad resumed their sessions. 
The premier. Count Bethlen, had 
expressed a desire to see tile avia­ 
tors as soon as they arrived, how­ 
ever. and they were driven 
im­ 
mediately to his home in an auto­ 
mobile, where they were welcomed 
by the count and other members of 
the cabinet. 
The flyers took off from Haibor 
Grace. N. P.. at 11:18 a. rn.. E S. T., 
W ednesday. 
The 
first report re­ 
ceived from 
them came iron: 
the 
steam ship 
Stavangerfjord, 
which 
picked up their radio signals and 
indicated they 
had covered 
ap­ 
proximately lialf the distance across 
the Atlantic. 
Draining well-filled 
tankards of 
beer at the Matyosfold airdrome 
after their arrival, the airm en said 
their take-off at Haroor Grace was 
made wtih difficulty owing to the 
weight of the machine 
Lost Part Of Gas Supply 
They noticed a hole near the top 
of their fuel tank, they said, and 
had to pour out part of the precious 
gasoline supply to prevent greater 
leakage. 
“We harly saw anything of the 
ocean during the tr ip ” Magyar said 
“It was wrapped in dense blankets 
of fog 
We were overtaken 
by a 
severe storm toward midnight. The 
storm lasted three hours and shook 
th e plane very badly. 
"Tile visibility 
improved toward 
morning 
As we were flying 
over 
Prance we lost our direction and 
had to dip as near as possible to 
the ground to read the names on

Madrid <AP) —-Hundreds of agri­ 
cultural syndicates are being formed 
in Spain’s rural regions as the re­ 
sult of the republic’s 
decision 
to 
lease uncultivated estates to farm 
workers. 
The government hopes 
to

prove Spain’s agricultural status and 
better the unemployment problem. 
The 
syndicates 
will 
work 
the 
land 
on 
a 
profit-sharing 
basis, 
leasing tracts of 
government 
and 
municipal lands and 
those 
uncul­ 
tivated estates whose owners wish 
to rent them to the syndicates. 
Later, if such an agrarian policy 
is approved in the national assem­ 
bly, other tracts will 
be 
available 
for the 
plan including, 
perhaps, 
some of the royal estates abandoned 
by Alfonso XIII. 
Not New Idea 
Agricultural syndicates in Spain 
are not new. Thousands existed be- 
for the republic 
came,

church and Included representatives 
of the landowners.

m ent’s scheme, the rtew societies in ­ 
clude only the workers, who in turh

The government aids the agrarian 
groups in leasing the land, provided 
the syndicates are soundly organiz­ 
ed.

Bill Veeck, the big boss of the 
Cubs, was talking about the days 
when he was a Chicago baseball 
writer. 
He wrote under the name 
of ‘ Bill Bailey” and was nationally 
known in a day when such men as 
Hugh Fullerton. Sr., also were peer- 
ing at the major league proceedings. 
One day Joe Carillon came to 
town with the Washington club. of 
which they wrote then 
as 
being 
‘first in war. first in peace and last 
in the American league.” 
Well,” said Bill, “we made the 
perfunctory check of the visiting 
lineup and were told it was just as 
usual. 
But 
when 
the 
Senators 
started coming to bat. it was just 
one stranger after another. Nobody

ards. 
As an amateur. Tilden combated 
charges of professionalism or at 
least of commercialism. At a pro, 
he has manifested an 
amateur 
spirit of competitiveness hardly cal­ 
culated to prolong or stimulate the 
interest of the cash customers. 
Tilden’s tour no doubht has drawn 
well enough to net a tidy return, 
but Big Bill has done no ‘‘slough­ 
ing” designed to help the “build-up” 
from town to town.
